The arguments made have been considered but are not persuasive. 

B adding teaches an electrolytic sheet comprising a non-porous substrate with a textured layer sintered to the substrate forming a substantially non-porous 
electrolytic body with a textured surface (5:50-60). Further Badding does teach the use of the textured side of the electrolyte to the cathode side since the 
cathode side electrode would receive the oxygen to inject the oxygen ions into the electrolyte, as stated in the previous action and repeated in Applicant's 
response. 

The fact that applicant has recognized another feature due to the textured and smooth surfaces of the electrolyte, which flows naturally from following 
the suggestion of the prior art, cannot be the basis for patentability. The flowing of the gas at the higher rates is seen as admitted prior knowledge in the 
art when describing the improvement of orienting the electrolytic sheet so that the textured side is facing the cathode. As discussed above and in the 
prior actions, Badding teaches the textured side to face the oxidant side and therefore the forces experienced by the electrolyte would be the same as the 
applicant. 

Regarding claim 1 1, Badding is used to teach the thickness of the electrolyte not McElroy. 

Regarding claim 3, Ketcham teaches an oval or eliptical shape. Those shapes are thicker in the middle and taper towards the ends as claimed by 
applicant. 
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
